BUFFALO, N. v., Oct. 26.—Black- 
jacks and arrests, charging police 
breaking ap all groups of workers 
who assembled, were the answers of 
the Buffalo city government to the 
masses who assembled here yester- 
day on Lafayette Square to protest 
evictions of unemployed workers, to 
demand unemployment relief from 

the city government and to hear 

speakers explain why all workers and 
“ jobless should vote Communist and 
thereby vote for the Workers Unem- 
ployment Insurance Bill. The bill de- 
mands that the billions of war funds 
and enormous income of the masters 
of industry should be used to pay 
each jobless $25 a week and $5 more 
for each dependant. 

The police attack began at 5 p. m. 
and after assaults on the workers 
and jobless who were assembling, the 
police occupied Lafayette Square.

Fish Exposes Own Lynching 
Program at Harlem Meeting 


Negro Worker Whose Question Penetrated 
Bluff Beaten Up by Police; Audience Indignant 


The hypocritical “friendship’ of 
Congressman Hamilton Fish, notor- 
Red-baiter, for the Negro 
masses was thoroughly exposed at 
a meeting in the Metropolitan Bap- 
tist Church, 128th St. and Seventh 
Ave., at which the Negro petty 
2 intent upon again de- 
livering the Negro masses into the 
hands of their enemies, introduced 
Fish as a great friend of the 
Negro.“ 

Fish's main object in speaking in 
Harlem was to support the cam- 
paign of. Rivers and Hawkins, two 
Negro misleaders who help to fur- 
nish a Negro face to cover up the 
treacheries of the republican party. 
Fish, in trying to show what a 
friend of the oppressed Negro 
masses he was, declared that he 
supported the principle that where- 
ever Negroes are in the majority 
should control the government, but 
when a Negro worker in the audi- 
ence wanted to know if he supported 
the right of Negro majorities in the 
South to have their own government 
as a guarantee against the lynching 
terror of the bosses, Mr. Fish was 
silent. And his gangsters in the 
audience taking their cue from his 
silence answered the Negro worker 
with cries of throwing him out. 
Police was immediately called in to 
throw out the worker who dared to 
call the bluff of the Red-baiting 
Congressman was seized by the 
police and beaten up. 

But there were other workers who 
asked questions. One worker wanted 
to know how Mr. Fish excused the 
jim-crowism of the Negro Gold 
Star Mothes by a republican admin- 
istration. His answer exposed the 


fact that he fully endorsed that in- 
sult to the Negro masses. Fish re- 
plying that he had been appointed 
to investigate the matter and found 
nothing wrong about it, that the 
women were given the same accom- 
modations, etc. All the usual lies 
with which the bosses seek to con- 
done jim-crowism. 


After this questions came thick 
and fast, and the police were again 
called in to throw out Negro work- 
ers who would not swallow Mr. 
Fish’s peculiar “friendship.” 


Fish was introduced by Fred R. 
Moore, editor of the servile “New 
York Age,” who did the honors for 
the misleaders of the Negro masses, 
introducing Fish as “a loyal Amer- 
ican,” and “not like the Communists 
who are trying to raise one class 
at the expense of the other.” In 
both respects Mr. Moore was cor- 
rect. Fish is loyal to American 
principles of lynching, -jim-crowism, 
ete. The Communists fight nile | 
those “fine” American principles 
Fish is loyal to his class, the exploit- 
ing class, and, of course, neither 
nor Fred Moore, who also has some 
stakes in the system of oppression, 
wants to see the Working-class in 
power at the expense of the exploit- 
ing privileges of the bosses. The 
Communists, on the other hand, are 
strenuously working to mobilize the 
oppressed of all races for the over- 
throw of their oppressors and for 
the establishment of a workers and 
peasants government in the United 
States which, like the government 
of the Soviet Union, will abolish all 
Swe and economic oppression, 
lynching, pim-crowism, etc.

|More Evidence of Mass 


Discontent 


Following the he porte that the 
Luis government stepped out of 
power in Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, the 
capitalist dispatches report a whole 
series of conflicts, showing a sharp 
struggle within the various class 
groupings in Brazil. 

The clique which took over pow- 
er in Sao Paulo and Rio de Janeiro 
appear to be former supporters of 
the Luis regime. The pressure of 
mass uprising forced Luis to re- 
sign, but he placed control in the 
hands of his supporters. These 
supporters are now bargaining with 
the “revolutionary” forces in the 
North and South, to obtain the best 
terms possible, and to defeat the 
mass uprising which all the capi- 
talist papers report is growing, and 
which they term as “mob rioting,” 
and “anarchist” depradations. 


Getulio Vargas, leading the in- 
surgent armies of the important 
states of Rio Grande do Sul, Minas 
Geraes and Parahyba, where the 
uprising originated, has sent a com- 
munique to the Rio de Janeiro out- 
fit demanding he be made president, 
The possibility of further clashes 
between these groups is not elim- 
inated. The Vargas forces are 
marching towards the state of Sao 
Paulo, the stronghold of the Luis 
group. 
The rapid change in Brasil has 
set the imperialist powers into a 
whirl of antagonisms. Hoover and 
Stimson are arguing that the new 
government is really a continuation 
of the Luis regime, and does not 
need recognition, while the British 
are preparing for quick recognition 
of the new forces to take a march 
on the Wall Street government be- 
cause of its arms embargo to the 
rebels, and because of the big deal 
it made with the Luis regime just 
before it stepped out of the picture. 
There are undoubtedly many 
mass battles, under the leadership 
of working class revolutionary 
forces, which are not reported in 
the capitalist newspapers. On Sat- 
urday a German steamer ‘was 
shelled and 27 Spanish immigrants 
on their way to Argentina were 
killed.

IS THEN LAID OFF 


A Plucky Fighter for 
Workers’ Right 


(By a Worker Correspondent) 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa. — Well, 
comrades, am now in the army of 
unemployed; was fired this morn- 
ing for being a Communist. Here 
is the rub, while not actually one, 
but willing to be one, am fired on 
the say-so of a common rat or man- 
ufacturers’ stool pigeon. 

Well now that I have so much 
more time, am busy distributing 
Vote Communist pamphlets. Have 
handed them to workers on street 
cars, tacked them on telegraph poles, 
etc. Yesterday a machine followed 
me right to my door, was tacking 
one on a pole, but to hell with them, 
“Right is Might.” If right was not 
might where would the U.S. S. R. be 
today? 

They would still be bound in 
plavery, rotten living and working 
eonditions, like we have today. 

This dump I was just fired out 
of, here is how they work: They 
cut the rates terribly low and put 
the worker on piece work. He is 

| forced to work at top speed to 
make 50c an hour. At the end 
of a few weeks time the full force 
has caught up on production, then 
comes a lay-off. This happened 
on the 14th, half the force was 
laid off, and the rest had to work 
like hell to make the 50c rate; if 
they don’t, they are fired, and 
younger, stronger workers brought 
in who will. 

I try to make my fellow workers 
see the results of this method of 
production. Most of them answer: 
“Hard times, how can they keep us 
on and give us decent wages, when 
the bosses don’t get the work them- 
selves.” They just can’t see that 
low rates actually doubles produc- 
tion, enables the manufacturer to 
work with half a force. and puts 
money into the lustful pigs’ pockets. 

Well, the old saying is, live long 
enough and learn. Lets hope the 
workers learn real soon, and see 
the capitalists as the lustful greedy 
pigs they really arc.

Negro Worker Is 
Railroaded to Jail 


Following his refusal to accept a 
wage cut and longer hours, George 
Buford, a young Negro automobile 
worker was fired and subsequently 
framed up by his boss and the po- 
lice. 

A few days after he left the job, 
a young man came to Buford’s home 
offering him to sell him a car cheap. 
While taking a demonstration in the 
ear, he was arrested, charged with 
stealing the car. The young man 
who had brought him the car denied 
his part in the frame-up and told 
the police Buford was giving him a 
lift. 


It subsequently developed that the 
ear had been left at the garage 
from which Buford was fired, and 
that the owner had not notified the 
police of the loss of the car, the 
owner believing the car still to be 
in the garage. 

Buford, who is married and has 
a child, was sentenced to five months 
in jail, the victim of a vicious 
frame-up. 


Insull Taxes Workers 
for “Jobless Relief” 


CHICAGO, II., Oct. 24—Sam 
Insull, ezar of power companies and 
street railways and owner of both 
democratic and republican organ- 
izations in the middle west yester- 
day told Governor Emerson’s un- 
employed commission, that “if busi- 
ness does not meet the crisis some 
one else will come in and meet it.” 
To save the exploiters from Com- 
munism, Insull’s plan, as announced 
on the occasion, was to compel each 
man still at work in his companies 
to donate one day’s wage a month 
for the jobless. This is so much 
more satisfactory to Insull than 
cutting into the profits.

British Bosses Now 
Admit Loss of 
Huge Trade 


A London dispatch to the New 
York Times dated Oct. 23, gives 
a sharp picture of the keen rivalry 
and the growing war danger be- 
tween U. S. and British imperial- 
ism over the struggle for Latin 
American markets, especially Ar- 
gentina. 


“Despite official denials from 
Buenos Aires and a lack of official 
confirmation here,” says this cable, 
“London is beginning to resign it- 
self to the fact that the trade agree- 
ment with Argentina negotiated by 
Viscount d’Abernon is dead.“ 


The d’Abernon agreement provided 
for $80,000,000 trade with Britain to 
be yanked away from the United 
States. The Uriburu regime which 
stepped into power when Irigoyen 
was deposed, made overtures to 
Wall Street and was taken up right 
away. 

The Times dispatch goes on to 
say that it is a double blow to Brit- 
ain. It is, of course, a serious re- 
verse for the British steel industry, 
which would have received $40,000,- 
000 worth of orders for railway 
equipment. 

“British business men realize to- 
day that their alarm over the down- 
fall of the Irigoyen regime was well 
founded. It is freely stated here— 
never officially, of course—that the 
Uriburu government is being influ- 
enced by American bankers in the 
direction of more trade with the 
United States.” 


This shows the sharpening fight 
throughout Latin America for mar- 
kets. The recent happenings in 
Brazil magnify this struggle. 

While the Times dispatch talks 
of the trade struggle, it fails to 
mention the tremendous armament 
going on behind the scene and the 
rapidly growing war danger. Every 
worker must recognize this fact, and 
act now against the imperialist war 
maneuvers.

Achievements in Election Campaign. 

However, with all the shortcomings and 
Weaknesses we can record some achievements: 
The section arranged election rallies with Com- 
fade Simons, governor candidate, in Bakers- 
field, San Bernardino, San Pedro, San Diego 
atid Los Angeles with the attendance varying 
from 50 to 400 workers. 

In Bakersfield it was the first time that the 
Communist Party held a meeting there. Sev- 
eral contacts were made. In San Bernardino, 
the city that instigated the famous children 
camp trial, it was the first time that the 
Communist Party held a meeting there and 
was not broken up by the police. Fifty work- 
ers were present, in spite of the police and 
press threats.

A complete lack of understanding by the entire 
membership of the role of the Party in the 
election campaign and the tremendous possi- 
bilities for mass work. It may seem strange 
that after what has been written and spoken 
about “Third Period” our membership did not 
grasp the great economic changes taking 
place in this country and throughout the capi- 
talist world. For how else can we explain 
such an attitude as displayed by our section 
membership? 

First of all the great majority of our mem- 
bers still have the old ideas of the role of the 
Party in this election campaign, mainly that 
we use the capitalist elections as a means of 
propaganda only, leaving out of account the 
great organizational opportunities. It also 
shows that the comrades do not believe that 


looking at the present election campaign 
same way as on the previous election 
campaigns means to leave out of account the 
present economic crisis, and not to see the 
readiness of the workers to struggle against 
and starvation. Such ideas, of course, 
e comrades not to take seriously the 
s Election Platform, the Social Insur- 
Bill, etc. Some comrades stil] hold the 
that “electioneering” is demoralizing

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Organizational Shortcomings. 
> Organizationally our section displaye@ more 
serious weaknesses. The election campaign 
began with a drive for signatures, Twelve 


thousand for southern California as a quota, | 


and twenty thousand for the whole state. But 


Yight at the outset the comrades showed an | 


indifference towards this important mass work 
and remained so until the last day of the drive, 
with the result that an insignificant number 
of signatures (700) were collected. But our

organizational weaknesses are not altogether 
with the membership, a great many. or most 
of the mistakes and weaknesses lie with the 
Section and District Executive Committees. 
First of all the Section Committee failed to 
prepare ideologically the membership for this 
political campaign. In most units very poor 
discussions on the election took place (only a 
week before the drive), some units had no dis- 
cussion to speak of. 


Second the plan for the drive did not, under 
the circumstances work. Legally we had 20 
days to collect 12,000 signatures, (for south- 
ern California, meaning, of course, Los An- 
geles). Under such conditions our apparatus 
had to be centralized in one or two stations 
from which to send out committees. Instead, 
the plan was to give all the initiative to the 
units. The units, however, proved to be poli- 
tically and organizationally too weak for such 
a task, with the result that only 40 per cent 
of the membership participated, more or less, 
in the drive. Furthermore, the units were so 
confused that they did not know what to do 
first, whether to hold open air and factory 
gate meetings or to collect signatures (in most 
cases the comrades who had to collect signa- 
tures were responsible for arranging the open 
air and factory gate meetings). 


Third, we altogether failed to activize our 
language and trade union fractions and thus 
failed to draw in the unions and fraternal or- 
ganizations to support the Party either finan- 
cially or organizationally in the election cam- 
paign. . 

Fourth, the section, due to lack of forces. 
could not do anything in the state of Arizona 
and in Imperial Valley. 

A great part of the responsibilities of our 
section’s poor showing in the election cam- 
paign goes to the district. The district failed 
to give us political and organizational guid- 
ance. The district is responsible for starting 
the signature drive late. The district failed to 
put the Unemployed Insurance Bill on the ini- 
tiative referendum ballot. This would have 
given the whole district three months more 
time to mobilize all our forces and to bring 
our Unemployed Insurance Bill to tens of 
thousands of workers in California. The dis- 
trict failed to popularize early enough our 
slogan, “Boycott Capitalist Primaries—Vote 

Communist” (one day before the primaries the 
slogans were received here). This would have 
saved thousands of workers from voting in the 
primaries for the “Progressive” Rolph, and 
they ‘would have given their signatures for 
our candidates. The district failed to launch 
a campaign for the repeal of the Criminal 
Syndical Law, in spite of the fact that this 
was decided upon at the State Nomination 
Convention. 

In connection with the Unemployed Insur- 
ance Bill we wust point out that also the 
Center failed to instruct the various districts 
on time, in whose states the initiative refer- 
endum law exists to put our bill on the initia- 
tive referendum. 

Financial , Shortcomings. 

Financially the election campaign, so far, 
was not any more successful than the other 
activities. Although the section. held. many 
meetings and several affairs, the income was 
very poor. We are far behind in raising our 
quota ($2500). Our expenses are almost as 
high as our income and therefore we helped 
the district very little. As a matter of fact. 
the money problem has hindered us in many 
ways, buying literature, printing leaflets, etc. 

Tasks Ahead. 

1. We must strengthen the units and Party 
discipline. . 

2. We must intensify our agitation amongst 
the workers to write the Communist Party in 
on their ballots—election day, Nov. 4th. 

3. We must study the methods used by the 
Communist Party of Germany in their last 
election campaign. ' 

4. Hold more regularly open air and fac- 
tory gate meetings. 

5. Make a serious study of our shortcom- 
ings and mistakes in this election campaign 
to be able to avoid them in the next election 
campaign. 

6. To work out plans for a drive to put 
the Party in this state on the ballot. 

7. We must see that units systematically 
follow up contacts. 

8. Mobilize Party membership for distribu- 
tion of Special Campaign Edition of the Daily 
Worker. 

9. Carry through successfully Red Rallies 
on Nov. Ist and 3rd winding up Election Cam- 
paign. i

Severe Crisis in the Coal Industry

capitalists, their government and their 
tisticians are always hiding the real figures 
regard to the actual conditions of the work- 
class, unemployment, wages, etc. This is 
articularly true in the present economic crisis 
italism. The bosses are trying to cover 
misery of the working class and to 
the workers believe that “the new wave 
prosperity is just around the corner.” But 
real figures cannot be hidden always. It 
ppens that the bosses are fighting amongst 
lves over the markets and profits. And 
fight they are bringing out figures 
are much closer to correctness. 
At present there is a big struggle between 
northern and southern coal operators over 
freight rates and markets. In this fight 
W. Smith, head of the Coal Bureau in Ohio, 
in testifying on behalf of the Ohio operators 
against the present freight rates, presented the 
following figures to Examiner Bardwell of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission in regard to 
the coal situation in the state of Ohio. 

“The Ohio mines produced only 23,000,000 
tons in 1929, paid $23,500,000 wages and em- 
‘ployed about 21,000 men against 40,000,000 
tons production in 1923, 32,000 men employed 
and $71,000,000 in wages. There were 235 
mines abandoned during the period.” 
When analyzed, these are very interesting 
significant figures. They quite closely re- 
isi coal industry and the 
miners.

In 1923 the average yearly wages 


of miners were $2,218 or $44 per week, while 
in 1929 it was $1,119, or $21 per week. It must 
be remembered that several wage cuts took 
place in 1930. At present the weekly wages of 
miners is not over $15. The cost of production 
per ton in 1923 was $1.77, while in 1929 it 
was $1.02, or a decrease of 42 per cent. The 
average yearly production per miner in 1923 
was 1,562 tons, while in 1929, in spite of the 
tremendous mechanization of mines and in- 
creased speed-up, it has dropped to 1,090 tons, 
a decrease of 30 per cent. This sharp drop in 
production per miner is explained by the fact 
that the entire industry is working on a part 
time basis, on an average of two to three days 
per week. In reality the daily production per 
man has increased two-fold, while wages, real 
and nominal, has decreased. 

The figures of the southern operators are 
not as detailed as those of Ohio. Nevertheless 
they speak for themselves. In testifying be- 
fore the same Examiner Bardwell, on behalf 
of the southern operators in favor of the pre- 
sent freight rates, J. W. Cammack, Attorney 
General, presented the following figures: 


“On the lines of the Chesepeake & Ohio 
R. R., 280 mines were operating in August, 
1930 against 660 mines in January of 1923. 
Of those shut dewn, 223 have been definitely 
abandoned. (A decrease of 380 mines or 57 
per cent.) 


“On the lines of the Louisville & Nash- 
ville R. R., particularly in Kentucky, 216 
mines are operating in 1930 against 393 in 
1923. (A decrease of 177 mines or 45 per 
cent.) 


“On the lines of the Norfolk & Western, 
nn by. the Pennsylvania .

mines are operating as against 304 in 1923.“ 
(A decrease of 138 mines or 45 per cent.) 
E. C. Mahon, president of the Southern Coal 

and Coke Co., testified: “The situation that 
prevails throughout our coal territory gener- 
ally is much worse than it has been in any 
of the 26 years in which I have been engaged 
in the business.” He ‘concludes ~ that: “The 
southern coal operators would pass out of the 
picture if they lose the northwest market.“ 
Both the northern and southern operators 
have testified. that: “Production figures have 
dropped this year.as against last,” and of 
“disastrous shrinkage of. the coal industry.“ 
The above figures and statements, compiled 
and made by the operators themselves, reveal 
the entire depth of the severe crisis in the 
coal industry. Yet, they do not describe the 
actual misery and starvation of the miners. In 
fact this misery and starvation is indescribable. 
There is no miner’s family in the country that 
has a decent living. Poverty and starvation is 
seen everywhere. There are thousands upon 
thousands of miners still employed who receive 
no wages whatsoever, after deduction by the 
company of various expenses. Here is just 
one of numerous examples: At the Crescent 
Mine of the Pittsburgh Coal Co., subsidiary of 
Andrew Mellon, a miner, fa 
ren, was working every. day 
from January 1 to September 15. The mine, 
on an average, was working four days a week, 
which is steadier than any other mines. And 
in this entire period, after the company de- 
ducted every ‘two weeks store bill, rent, ex- 
plosives, light, doctor, insurance, ete., the miner 
received 41 cents in cash. In 8½ months 41e!
